Laasaa Mail says: Hon. E. V. Spencer 
returned to Sasanville last Monday 
night after an absence of two weeks at 
Reno and San Franciico.

the right-of-way for the N. & C. R. R. 
He succeeded in settling with Miller of 
Long Valley satisfactorily to all parties. 
Others were seen by Mr. Spencer, and 
another interview will settle the question 
of right-of-way through their premises 
The graders are now engaged in some 
heavy work at a bend of Long Valley 
Cfeek, between Moran and McNamara's, 
which accounts for the slow progress 
now being made by the graders. 


Mr. Gest is rapidly increasing his 


working force, adding thirty men there- 
to this week. 


A large force of tracklayers will be 


pot on this week and the work of lay- 
Ing track pushed rapidly forward until 
the grading camp is reached—or to 
McNamara's. 


The company have ten miles of track 


iron on hand, which will keep the lay- 
ers at work until the arrival of fifty 
miles more of iron, which was pur- 
chased in Eaglan'l an! in now on the 
way. 


Four surveys have been made over

FAIR INTEBVIEWED.—A special dis- 


patch to the Enterprise, received from 
San Francisco Wednesday night, gives 
the following characteristic interview 
with Senator Fair:

the funds were running out faster than 
they could afford or expected tbey 
would." 


TUNNEL COMPLETED.—The water has 


bean successfully turned through Big 
Band Tunnel, near Oroville, Cal. This 
lays dry thirteen miles of the main 
Feather riyer never worked by miners, 
and it is thought that the ground will be 
immensely rich. 
The tunnel ia two 


and a quarter miles long and thirteen 
by sixteen feet in size, aud about 100,- 
000 inches of water is flowing through 
it. 
A force of 100 men have been em- 


ployed on this work day and night tor 
four years, and the.cost exceeds $1,000,- 
000. 


Last year it was thought to be com- 


pleted, an! when the low-water season 
arrived water was turned in, but the 
tunnel was not large enough to carry it 
all, and the water was turned back into 
the river-bed, and tha work of enlarging 
the tunnel has been in progress over 
since.

THE T3LECTBJC LIGHT MOTOE. Tb« 


Enterprise says the huge pipe to convey 
the water power which is to drive the 
dynamos for the electric light with 
which the whole Comstock lodie, above 
and below ground, is to be lighted, is 
placed in position fiom the tank beside 
the great flume of the water company, 
away up on the precipitous side of 
Mount Davidson, down to the crossing 
of C street. This [pips is DO ordinary 
garden hose, but lather a ponderous 
and substantial affair. 
It will be nearly 


half a mile in length, commencing at 
the flume or tank with a diameter of 
fifteen inches and diminishing to four- 
teen, twelve and ten inches— the last 
being the terminus of the dynamos. 
This pipe is, of course, a very substan- 
tial wrought iron affair, made as strong 
as wrought iron can be constructed in 
that shape, and in view of the very 
steep declivity, eaoh one of the heavy 
sections has to be very solidly braced 
up hill, otherwise its own weight, ex- 
clusive of the heavy body of water con- 
tained, would kave a tendency to pull 
the whole concern downward, more es- 
pecially as the whole side of the mount- 
ain, at that point, has a downward set- 
tling tendency anyhow.
